Pork Barrel Politics & the Rise 
of the Police State 

MOUNT HOLLY - Fort Dix would 
house an urban warfare center, an airplane 
runway, barracks and classrooms for 
military officers if the federal government 
approves a budget plan being submitted by 
the U.S. Army Reserves. 

The $20 million urban warfare 
center, which would be used to train 
soldiers in street-to-street combat, would 
be the first of its kind in the nation at an 
Army Reserve post. 

A series of mock buildings would 
create a city-like environment similar to 
what U.S. forces sometimes encounter 
overseas, said Jeff Sagnip Hollendonner, 
spokesman for U.S. Rep. Jim Saxton, R- 
Mount Holly, a senior member of the 
Armed Services Committee. 

The barracks and education center, 
which would be used by Army officers 
sent in from a variety of posts, has already 
been promised binding of $9.5 million in 
the nation's 2001 budget, Hollendonner 
said. That amount will pay for engineering 
and design of the facility, he said. 

Fort Dix educates officers now but 
uses antiquated barracks to house them, 
Hollendonner said. He said the condition 
of the facilities may discourage Army 
supervisors from bringing their officers to 
Fort Dix for training. 

Finally, officials at Fort Dix hope to 
build an air ramp, loading deck and 
taxiway designed to move equipment and 


troops more quickly and efficiently, 
Saxton said. 

The taxiway would accommodate 
the C-17 airplanes that neighboring 
McGuire Air Force Base hopes to obtain. 
The taxiway also would be capable of 
handling the largest plane the Air Force 
ever put into use, the C-5 Galaxy, and the 
chartered 747s frequently used by the 
reserves. 

The project would cost between $9.5 
million and $15.6 million, Hollendonner 
said. 

McGuire is now the Air Mobility 
gateway for the Northeast, and Fort Dix 
has become the largest Reserve training 
center in the region.

Ed.: This story is fishy. In the first 
place Ft. Dix, formerly an army basic 
training center, can already accommodate 
thousands of soldiers. There is no need for 
new barracks for Army Reserve officers. 
But apparently these officers desire a Taj 
Mahal, to judge by the $9.7 million 
engineering and design bill. As to 
supervisors being reluctant to send officers 
to Ft. Dix, we thought commanders issued 
orders to send their subordinates where 
they were needed. But Army Reserve 
officers must be a temperamental lot. 
Rather than being bused to McGuire AFB, 
which adjoins Dix they need an airplane 
ramp extended right to their front door. 


Furthermore the Army Reserve 
has a combat service support role; it has 
very few combat units. Most units provide 
engineer, communications, transport, 
medical and supply support to infantry, 
artillery and armor units. Does the Army 
Reserve really intend to send officers 
assigned to motor pools and engineer 
battalions into cities to fight as 
infantrymen? 

More ominous is the purported 
need for an urban warfare training center. 
Whose cities does the Anny Reserve 
intend to fight in? 

UK breaks tradition, arms foot 
patrol bobbies 

LONDON, Oct 22 (Reuters) - In a 
break with tradition, a provincial British 
police force has sent officers out on 
routine foot patrol anned with pistols, The 
Sunday Times said. 

The newspaper said 

Nottinghamshire's action — a break from 
Britain's tradition of unarmed bobbies — 
was being studied by at least six other 
regional forces worried by the rising 
number of crimes involving guns. 

Latest national police statistics 
show that anned crime is up 10 percent in 
the past year. 

The newspaper said the action was 
taken after several shooting incidents 
between rival drug gangs in 
Nottinghamshire, central England. 










British police usually carry guns 
only to deal with sieges, hijacks, terrorist 
incidents and armed robberies. 

Ed.: While the agents of the state 
take care of themselves the people are left 
defenseless, as the next article illustrates 
too well. 

British 'Personal Safety & Crime 
Prevention' Guidelines

If any of you want a hollow laugh, I 
suggest you read the British government’s 
guidelines, and then give thanks that you 
live in a country where the citizen is still - 
for the time being - allowed to defend his 
or her home and family. 

As you know, here in Britain we 
are legally forbidden (by our own 
'government') to properly defend 
ourselves, our homes, our families. Our 
weapons have been confiscated. The only 
problem is, no one managed to get the 
criminals to hand in their weapons. The 
result is, of course, a situation where the 
only people now with the means of serious 
self-defense/offense are the criminals and 
the authorities. 

Shooting incidents and anned 
crime continue to rise. As do robberies 
against the more rural properties - places 
the crooks know have no firepower, 
although they are, for now, staying away 
from farmhouses where they can be more 
or less guaranteed an armed response. 
(Until the state comes after our shotguns 
and air-rifles that is.) Our own government 
(of all shades) has left us defenceless in the 
face of armed intruders, violent muggers, 
rapists and thugs. Shoot one - or two - of 
these lowlifes in your own home and YOU 
end up being jailed. Use pepper spray or 
cs.gas against them - YOU get prosecuted 
for carrying an illegal weapon! So how 
does our government recommend we 
defend ourselves, in our own homes in the 
small hours? 

I include the following extracts for 
your entertainment and amazement: "...If 
you wake to hear the sound of an intruder, 
only you can decide how best to handle the 
situation. You may want to lie quietly to 
avoid attracting attention to yourself, in the 
hope that they will leave. Or you may feel 
more confident if you switch on the lights 
and make a lot of noise by moving about. 
Even if you’re on your own, call out 
loudly to an imaginary companion — most 


burglars will flee empty-handed rather 
than risking a confrontation. Ring the 
police as soon as it’s safe for you to do so. 

"If someone threatens you, shout and 
scream for help and set off your personal 
attack alarm if you have one. This may 
unnerve the attacker and frighten him off. 
You have every right to defend yourself, 
with reasonable force with items which 
you have with you like an umbrella, 
hairspray or keys can be used against the 
attacker. The law however doesn’t allow 
carrying anything which can be described 
as an offensive weapon." 

So there you have it. The official 
British governmental advice on personal 
safety. Walk home with your umbrella - 
the M-16 of the fashion world clasped 
across your chest infantryman style, and be 
ready to use those keys, ladies, when it 
gets down to serious hand-to-hand. And 
when you finally get home, chain, bolt and 
deadlock the door, go to bed and lie 
quietly, especially if you hear sounds of 
intruders from the next room.

Don't Talk to Cops

"GOOD MORNING! My name is 
investigator Holmes. Do you mind 
answering a few simple questions?" If you 
open your door one day and are greeted 
with those words, stop and think! Whether 
it is the local police or the FBI at your 
door, you have certain legal rights of 
which you ought to be aware before you 
proceed any further. 

In the first place, when the law 
enforcement authorities come to see you, 
there are no "simple questions." Unless 
they are investigating a traffic accident, 
you can be sure that they want information 
about somebody. And that somebody may 
be you! 

Rule Number one to remember when 
confronted by the authorities is that there 
is no law that requires you to talk with the 
police, the FBI, or the representative of 
any other investigative agency. Even the 
simplest questions may be loaded and the 
seemingly harmless bits of information 
which you volunteer may later become 
vital links in a chain of circumstantial 
evidence against you or a friend. 


Do not invite the investigator into 
your home! Such an invitation not only 
gives him the opportunity to look around 
for clues to your lifestyle, friends, reading 
material, etc., but also tends to prolong the 
conversation. And the longer the 
conversation, the more chance there is for 
a skilled investigator to find out what he 
wants to know. 

Many times a police officer will ask 
you to accompany him to the police station 
to answer a few questions. In that case, 
simply thank him for the invitation and 
indicate that you are not disposed to accept 
it at that time. Often the authorities simply 
want to photograph a person for 
identification purposes, a procedure which 
is easily accomplished by placing him in a 
private room with a two-way mirror at the 
station, asking him a few innocent 
questions, and then releasing him. 

If the investigator becomes angry at 
your failure to cooperate and threatens you 
with arrest, stand firm. He cannot legally 
place you under arrest or enter your home 
without a warrant signed by a judge. If he 
indicates that he has such a warrant, ask to 
see it. A person under arrest or located on 
premises to be searched, generally must be 
shown a warrant if he requests it and must 
be given a chance to read it. 

Without a warrant, an officer 
depends solely upon your helpfulness to 
obtain the infonnation he wants. So, unless 
you are quite sure of yourself, don't be 
helpful. 

Probably the wisest approach to take 
to a persistent investigator is simply to say: 
"I'm quite busy now. If you have any 
questions that you feel I can answer, I'd be 
happy to listen to them in my lawyer's 
office. Goodbye!" 

Talk is cheap. But when that talk 
involves the law enforcement authorities, 
it may cost you, or someone close to you, 
dearly. 

Protesters trusted wrong 
volunteer

With police helicopters swooping 
overhead, the protesters dashed in twos 
and threes to the waiting van. The 1995 
Ford Econoline sped off, bound for Center 
City Philadelphia to block traffic during 
the Republican National Convention for as 
long as seven hours. 




Their mission was carefully planned 
and rehearsed, but there was one thing the 
protesters hadn't bargained on. 

Behind the wheel of the van was 
Harry, a burly undercover state trooper 
with a trim goatee. 

He drove the 18 activists right into 
police custody. Their operation didn't last 
seven hours. Seven minutes, maybe. 

The protesters gathered initially in the 
courtyard of the so-called puppet 
warehouse where 75 activists were 
arrested that afternoon. 

In the warehouse, participants sorted 
out their roles, with some agreeing to ride 
in the van to face eventual arrest for the 
illegal street blockade, and others choosing 
"low-risk" supporting roles. 

Harry elected a supporting role. 

Scott, 33, and his wife, Anne, 42, of 
Dallas, agreed that Harry could drive their 
van as they planned to take part in the 
street lockdown. 

"He volunteered to do it," Scott 
added. 

Harry had won the trust of the 
protesters by working hard to help build a 
massive satirical political float dubbed 
"Corpzilla." 

In affidavits justifying search 
warrants for the warehouse and the Ford 
van, state police later revealed that several 
troopers, working undercover, had 
infiltrated the warehouse. 

Protesters say Harry was among four 
men who had arrived at the warehouse 
from Wilkes-Barre five days earlier. 
"They came in the daytime," said the 
protester who was in charge of security at 
the warehouse. "They said they were 
stagehands and they were carpenters. They 
said they were there to support the unions. 
Since Seattle, there's been a lot of union 
participation. A lot of people in unions 
don't look like activists." 

The four men drew suspicion in 
some quarters. With their short hair, well- 
kept goatees, ignorance of politics, and 
taste for Yuengling beer - an exception to 
the no-alcohol rule was made for them - 
they seemed a little “off." 

Still, they quickly proved hard and 
capable workers, practically building 
"Corpzilla" by themselves. 

As Aug. 1 approached, the four 
carpenters urgently pushed to have some 
role in the coming street protests. 

" 'We want to do some direct action,' 
" a protester recalled one saying. 


" 'And we want to do it with you.' " 

On Tuesday afternoon, Harry 
showed up with the other three union 
carpenters. His three companions were 
sent away. 

When the protesters dashed out in 
groups to the van, Harry climbed behind 
the wheel. 

"Here's the keys," Scott told him. 
"You're now the captain." 

With Harry driving, the van took 
off. Some of the passengers began to 
assemble "lock boxes" - contraptions 
rigged with pipes, wire, chain and 
mountaineering clamps - which the 
demonstrators planned to wear to link 
themselves together, starfish-like, to 
slow the police job of prying them off 
the street. 

"There was a lot of excitement and 
energy in the van," Scott said. 

The excitement soon turned to high 
anxiety. Almost immediately, the activists 
noticed what they took to be an unmarked 
police car behind them. 

Soon, a train of police cruisers was 
visible behind the van, and what the 
demonstrators believed were unmarked 
police cars pulled in front of and beside it. 

Hairy finally stopped. 

"He rolled the window down and 
asked why we were being pulled over," 
Scott said. "They said it was because the 
tags were expired, which was untrue. They 
asked him to step out of the car. They took 
him away." 

There, by the highway, the test of 
wills continued. Police ordered everyone 
else out of the van. About half refused. 

On a day when even the asphalt 
sweated, police then reached into the van 
and hauled limp demonstrators out one by 
one to face misdemeanor charges. 
Handcuffed, the protesters were carried 
into a waiting police bus. 

Sitting there, the protest thwarted, 
the 18 activists looked around and came to 
a startling realization: Harry wasn't among 
them. 

No Ordnance Expert 

I am the first to say I am not an 
ordnance expert. I am just quoting from 
things that I have read over the years and 
personal experience. 

1. Be sure whatever you get you can 
get more ammo for it. NATO standards 


rounds are .223 (5.56X45) and .308 
(7.62X51). The Soviet standard still 
remains the 7.62X39. 

2. .22 calibers are very effective. At 
100 yards, with a stock Ruger 10/22 and 
scope, I can place a bullet just about 
anywhere I damn well please. You can buy 
a brick of 500 rounds at most sporting 
stores for under $10. 

3. The .50 cal is impractical for most 
shooters because of weight, recoil, and 
expense. You can buy a lot of ammo for 
the price of a .50 cal. You are usually 
going to need a 2 man team to handle one 
of these babies and if you are targeting 
heavy armor, you are still going to be 
outgunned. 

4. The trusty old 12-gauge shotgun is 
very effective at close ranges. A rifled slug 
can do a lot of damage against just about 
any target. There are many 'specialty' 
rounds one can still access that can do real 
nifty things. 

5. Your sideann will be your 
LEAST used firearm - so don't spend an 
arm and a leg on it. I picked up a couple of 
Ruger 9mms for under $600. 

6. Consider subsonic and low 
velocity ammo; it can come in real handy 
when you don't want to disturb your 
neighbors. 

7. There is no 'perfect round'. If I 
had one and only one survival firearm to 
choose from it would be an AR-15 or .223 
variant for a number of reasons, but again, 
that is if I were only in a survival situation.

Wake Up Call? 

On August 8, 2000, not less than 10 
ATF agents, armed and wearing 
bulletproof vests, converged on my store 
and seized it. I was arrested, bound in 
chains and taken to jail. This was 
happening to 4 other stores in Jacksonville 
at the very same time, with the same result. 
Let me tell you how this happened. 

On December 7, 1999, Mr. Carver 
was arrested by the ATF for violation of 
Federal firearms laws. He was a previously 
convicted felon, so the ATF asked him 
how he purchased his firearms. Mr. Carver 
confessed to the ATF that he knew that he 
could not pass a background check so he 
had his wife go to several stores, purchase 
firearms with her concealed weapons 
permit, then give them to him, thus making 
her guilty of several felonies for those acts. 
The ATF elected to make a deal with Mr. 


Carver and turn this convicted felon loose 
and not bring charges on his wife, who had 
obviously committed multiple felonies, in 
return for trying to entrap, or set up, 5 
firearm businesses to sell them guns. They 
agreed not to prosecute Mr. Carver's wife 
and also give him a level 4 reduction in 
sentence pursuant to Rule 35 in the Federal 
Rules of Criminal Procedure. In other 
words, the ATF made a deal to turn a 
convicted felon loose and not prosecute 
another person who had committed 
multiple felonies in return for trying to 
arrest 5 law-abiding citizens who have no 
criminal records and close their stores. 
Two of the stores have been in business in 
excess of 25 years and are the largest gun 
dealers in Jacksonville. This entrapment, 
or set up, was not attempted on Wal-Mart 
or Kmart, who is across the street from my 
store. 

The ATF proceeded and succeeded with 
their goals by either having Mr. Carver call 
on the phone and talk to the dealers saying 
he was sending his wife by to pick up 
some gun we had on sale, or having Mr. 
Carver come into the store and put 
deposits on guns that were supposedly for 
his wife, or at least made it evident that 
they were for his wife, and then she would 
come in and pick up the guns with her 
concealed weapons permit. They charged 
us with 4 felony counts totaling 20 years in 
prison, $1 million in personal fines and $2 
million in business fines. 

I am a Viet Nam veteran, decorated for 
heroism and a recipient of multiple 
awards, including a Purple Heart, returning 
home disabled. I later served many years 
as a Jacksonville police officer. I then 
pursued the American Dream of opening a 
sporting goods store with firearms. I was a 
very successful businessman, as was Jim 
Rose of Cassat Gun (a 19 year Highway 
Patrolman), Abey Farhat of Green Acres 
(30 years in business) and at least 3 other 
stores. The Sheriff appeared on TV and 
stated that we supplied over !4 of the guns 
to the criminal element and that "the 
streets are safer now." We are now facing 
20 years in jail and $3 million in fines 
because the ATF hired a convicted felon to 
send his wife in to buy guns and claimed 
we knew it. 

Doesn't this sound a little strange?

9. Failing to report a change in address 

would be a $5000 fine. 

10. Failing to report a stolen fireann would 

be a $5000 fine. 

11. Dealers who fail to maintain adequate 
records in the opinion of the government 
would get two years in prison. 

12. Firearms owners who allow children 

reckless access to guns would get three 
years in prison. 

13. All sales, new and used could only be 
made between licensed holders with an 
approved NICS check. 

When 1 get the HR or S number I 
will pass it on and we can also write 
and e-mail them to death!! — Ed.

Supreme Court Upholds Ban on 
Assault Weapons 

Two gunmakers cannot challenge 
Congress' ban on the manufacture, sale and 
possession of semiautomatic assault 
weapons, the Supreme Court ruled October 
2 , 2000 . 

Without comment, the court rejected 
the gun manufacturers' claim that 
Congress exceeded its power to regulate 
interstate commerce when it outlawed the 
weapons in 1994. 

The law — an amendment to the Gun 
Control Act of 1968 — defines 

semiautomatic assault weapons to include 
a list of specified firearms 
and "copies or duplicates of the firearms in 
any caliber." 

Navegar Inc. of Florida and 
Pennsylvania-based Penn Anns Inc. 
challenged it in 1995, but a federal trial 
judge and the U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia 
upheld the ban. 

In its ruling last year, the appeals court 
called the law a permissible 
"regulation of activities having a 
substantial effect on interstate 
commerce." 


The appeals court cited Congress' 
"intent to control the flow through 
interstate commerce of semiautomatic 
assault weapons bought or manufactured 
in one state and subsequently transported 
into other states." 

Navegar, doing business as Intratec, 
manufactures two semiautomatic 

pistols, the TEC-DC9 and TEC-22, which 
are among the specifically banned 
weapons. 

Penn Arms makes the Strike 12, a 12- 
gauge revolving cylinder shotgun. All 
such shotguns are treated as semiautomatic 
assault weapons under the 1994 law. 

In their appeal to the Supreme Court 
Monday, the gunmakers argued that 
the appeals court ruling conflicts with 
recent Supreme Court decisions that 
limited congressional power by narrowing 
the definition of interstate 
commerce. 

In one of these decisions, the Supreme 
Court said Congress exceeded its authority 
in banning possession of guns within 1,000 
feet of schools. In 

another decision, the court struck down a 
key provision of the Violence 
Against Women Act. 

The gunmakers' appeal said the 
appeals court wrongly presumed that "the 
manufacture and transfer of semiautomatic 
assault weapons was for a national 
market." 

The appeals court "had no basis for 
concluding ... that the intrastate 
manufacture, transfer or possession of 
semiautomatic assault weapons had a 
substantial effect on interstate commerce," 
the gunmakers said. 

Justice Department lawyers urged the 
court to reject the appeal. 

"Federal regulation of firearms and 
assault weapons is based in large 
part on evidence that the nationwide 
market for firearms renders purely local 
prohibitions ineffective," they said. 

The case is Navegar v. U.S., 99-1874.

Ed: For 150 years the Commerce 
Clause (Art. 1, Sec. 8, Cl. 3) was properly 
interpreted by the courts as a means to bar 
states from erecting barriers against the 
free flow of goods among them. During 
the Revolution, while the Articles of 
Confederation were in force, Congress had 
no such power and therefore New Jersey, 
for example, levied tariffs on New York 


goods and vice versa. The Constitution, 
which replaced the Articles of 
Confederation, corrected that problem in 
Art. t, Sec. 8, Cl. 3 (“Congress shall have 
Power To regulate Commerce...among the 
several States”) and Art. 1, Sec. 9, Cl. 5 
(“No Tax or Duty shall be laid on Articles 
exported from any State.”) 

In 1937, when Pres. F. D. Roosevelt 
threatened to pack the Supreme Court, the 
court caved in and in effect abandoned the 
Constitution. Thereafter it let Congress 
extend federal power by defining almost 
everything as “affecting” interstate 
commerce. For instance in 1996 Congress 
“found” that church burnings hindered 
interstate commerce and impeded 
individuals from moving interstate, which 
is patently untrue, but nonetheless it 
passed the (unconstitutional) Church 
Arson Prevention Act, knowing the 
spineless Supreme Court would let them 
get away with it. 

Its silence on the assault rifle ban is 
another such betrayal. 

Additive Found In Anthrax 
Vaccine 

Trace amounts of the additive 
squalene have been found in the anthrax 
vaccine used to protect U.S. service 
members from the biological warfare 
agent, federal health officials have found. 

The finding contradicts repeated 
assertions by the Pentagon that qualene is 
not present in the vaccine. 

The federal Food and Drug 
Administration said its results were based 
on tests of five lots of the vaccine. The 
agency did not make clear whether those 
lots containing squalene were used to 
inoculate troops during the Persian Gulf 
War, those receiving the vaccine since a 
mandatory inoculation program began in 
1998, or both. — The Hartford Courant, 
September 28, 2000 

Ed.: The FDA is without shame. It 
granted the Department of Defense a 
waiver so that it could inoculate our 
troops with an untested vaccine.
